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MERGER 1 IN STEEL | 
STRUCK IN HOUSE 


Attempt Made to Force Pros- 


Aecution of Trust for Pur- 
chase Which the Pres- 
ident Allowed. 


DENY IT STOPPED PANIC. 


Sundry Civil Bill, Providing 
Appropriations of $187,- 
000,000, Passed After 
Long Debate. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—[Special.}]~—An 
attempt was made in the house today to 
force the attorney general to prosecute the 
United States Steel corporation for the ab- 
sorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
contpany. This was the merger permitted by 
the president in the fall of 10907 in order to 
allay the panic then existing. 

Bartlett of Georgia and Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska were the prime movers in the at- 
tack on the steel ‘corporation. Mr. Hitch- 
cock declared the absorption of the Ten- 
nessee company was a “gigantic merger, 
spectacular and far reaching in its character, 
which practically accomplishes the purpose 
of creating a monopoly in the steel in- 
terests of the United States.” He said the 
investigation had shown the panic was not 
stayed by the merger, but that the Morgan 
banks forced the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company to the wall in order to secure the 
interests of a rival concern. 

The attempt was made in the form of an 
amendment to the sundry civil appropria- 
tions bill. After this amendment had been 
defeated but numerous others passed, the 
house acted favorbly on the bill. It carries 


“a total appropriation of $187,000,000. 


Sherley Attacks the President. 

During the heated debate on the Bartlett- 
Hitchcock amendment, an assertion by Mr. 
Tawney that it was offered simply to pro- 
vide opportunity for political speeches, 
brought a reply from Mr. Sherley of Ken- 
tucky. He said that if there was any politics 
in the proposition, the politics gets into it 
by virtue of the action of an executive with- 
out warrant of law.“ 

If there was one indictment that lay against 
the government, he said, it was that the 
laws were not enforced impartially against 
violators. Whether the action of the preai- 
dent was in good or bad faith, he argued, it 
was taken without right, and the facts de- 
veloped had shown that the action was not 
a wise one, 

We have heard a good deal about the 
square deal,” he said, but bave seen leas 
of it,” 

Mr. Mann of Illinois denied the department 
of justice had discriminated against the rich 
or the poor in its prosecutions. He paid a 
tribute to the president and said that the 
man did not live who had a higher regard for 
fairness than the executive. 


Maine Not to Be Raised. 

On a point of order by Mr. Douglas of Ohio 
the paragraph authorizing proposals for 
raising the battleship Maine in Havana har- 
bor went out of the bill, against the appeals 
of Mr. Sulzer of New York.

He is lonesome for the old neighbors on 
“ Archey road, whom he left to live in a 
“mansion of a house an the boulevard. 
The magnificent home, which cost him 
nearly $50,000, has been sacrificed for an 
amount said to be $30,000, and Billy is to 
turn the premises over to the new owner ina 
few days. 

Win he go back to Archery road? If 
he has his way about it, his friends assert, 
the famous old thoroughfare will again have 
“ Billy for a resident. But Mrs. O’Brien 
will have something to say in the matter, 
and her wishes probably will be obeyed. If 
she says back to Archey road.“ back they 
will go, and should this be her decision, the 
O’Briens will receive a welcome such as was 
never before accorded to any one that ever 
left the road and returned to It. 


Popular Among Constituents. 

When “Billy” O’Brien announced eight 
years ago that he was going to move away 
from Archey road, his political constitu- 
ents in the Fifth ward refused to believe it. 
O’Brien had been alderman from the ward 
several terms and he also served as state sen- 
ator from that district. So popular was he 
among his neighbors that he was spoken of 
as a mayoralty candidate. He was the idol 
of “ Archey road, and his saloon at Throop 
street and Archer avenue, was headquarters 
for Democratic politicians, big and little. 

In later years O’Brien formed a partner- 
ship with Ald. John Powers and for a long 
timé they conducted a saloon at 170 Madison 
street. He broke into the racing game with 
Powers and the Wagner brothers, Edward 
and Jacob, being part owner of the Worth 
track. At present he is treasurer of the 
American Turf association. 


Hears Call of Boulevard. 

Like many others who havg risen from 
comparative poverty to riches, O’Brien lis- 
tened to the call of the boulevard. He had 
made up his mind to quit politics, and de- 
cided to quit “ Archey road at the same 
time. 

At 4044 Grand boulevard he built one of the 
finest residences on that thoroughfare. It 
was furnished with taste, and, as Billy ” 
says, the latch string has always hung out- 
side the door for my friends on ‘ Archey ’ 
road.“ He has given many big parties, to 
which his old friends were always invited 
and were made to feel at home. 

But life on the boulevard has not agreed 
with “ Billy.” Not that he has been physi- 
cally indisposed, but he says he never felt 
just right since he left the road made famous 
by Mr. Dooley. 


Prefers Archey Road. 


The boulevard is all right for those who 
like it,“ said Billy’ to a friend, but I'd 
rather live in a frame cottage on Archey ’ 
road than in a mansion on the boulevard. I 
haven't got anything against the neigh- 
bors, only they ain’t neighborly like the ones 
out on the road. If we ran short of a cup of 
sugar or a drawing of tea we used to bor- 
row it from a neighbor when we lived on the 
road, but that don’t go on the boulevard, 

“If somebody was sick in the house the 
neighbor women would come in and make an 
onion poultice, or something of the kind. 
Fix you up all right, too, if you had a bad 
eold. But they don’t do such things on the 
boulevard. Mind you, I'm not kicking about 
my boulevard neighbors. Nicest people in 
the world, hut you know when a fellow has 
lived most of his life on ‘ Archey road it's 
hard to get used to sparrow cops and auto- 
mobiles.“

While the turmoil was at its height a few 
cooler men appeared and separated Sunday 
and Potts. Sunday was half dragged away 
by Choir Leader Fisher and Frank T. Kuhl, 
while others of the Sunday party and ushers 
took hold of Potts and hurried him out.

PRICE OF MILK IS ADVANCED 


Consumers Must Pay 8 Cents a 
Quart on and After May 1. 


WHOLESALERS ARE HIT, TOO 


Excuse Given Is That Cost Is Increased 
by Sanitary Rules. 


The Milk Producers’ association yesterday 
*“ boosted” the price of milk. As a result 
of the decision by the association's board 
of directors, Chicago housewives, in all 
probability, will have to pay 8 cents per 
quart for all of the precious fluid they buy 
from their milkman on and after May 1. 

The directors decided to raise the price of 
milk for the six summer months, beginning 
May 1, 10 cents per can of thirty-two quarts. 
This means that the wholesale milk dealer 
must pay the producer one-third of a cent 
per quart increase over the price which was 
in effect last summer. This means that the 
milk consumer, during the coming summer, 
will have to pay 1 cent more for every quart 
of milk purchased. During the summer of 
1908 milk sold for 7 cents a quart. In the 
summer of 1909, it is said, 8 cents a quart 
will be the retail price. 


Scale of Wholesale Prices. 

The milk association fixed the following 
scale of prices which the producer will de- 
mand for each eight gallon can of milk dur- 
ing the six months beginning May 1: 

May .......-----$1,06| August .......... 1.20 
June 1.00 September ....... 1.20 
July /1.10|/October ........,. 185 

The meeting of the directors of the asso- 
ciation was held in the committee rooms in 
the Ashland block. It was called to order at 
1 p. m. and did not adjourn until a few min- 
utes before 8 p. m. It was said the increased 
price of milk agreed upon was the result of 
a compromise. Several members of the board 
were in favor of raising the price 20 cents on 
each eight gallon can. 


Reason for Advance Explained. 

„ The reason for raising the price of milk,” 
said James P. Grier, secretary of the asso- 
ciation, 18 the increased cost of feed, farm 
labor, stringent regulations of the health de- 
partment, and the unusual sanitary condi- 
tions which are required. We want to give 
the public a good quality of milk, clean and 
sanitary, and in order to do so the price 
must be raised.”

Three weeks ago Waldron Hough, who re- 
sides with his aunt, Mrs. F. A. Deacon, in 
River Forest, signified his intention of join- 
ing the Gamma Sigs, and Mrs. Deacon wrote 
to the board, relieving him of his promise. 
The fraternity thereupon initiated him in 
the fraternity house on the Farson grounds. 

Prof. Hanna heard of the affair on Thurs- 
day and immediately called a meeting of the 
board, at which it was decided to take stern 
measures. 


Boys Rebuked and Expelled. 


Consequently the members of the fraternity 
were publicly reprimanded and expelled. 


All the pupils of the school were summoned 


to the assembly hall, where a proclamation 
2 read, forbidding any one to join a 80. 
clety. 

The boys held a meeting and Waldron 
Hough withdrew from the society, so that 
the boys might be taken back into the school

Roosevelt as Law Violator. 


ADULT PAROLE Is PRAISED. | 


Men’s Church Clubs in Morgan Park : 
Give Plan Their Approval. 


Judge MacKenzie Cleland hoisted himself 
last night into the class of Abraham Lincoln 
and Theodore Roosevelt lawbreakers. 

Having heard the judge's appeal, the mem- 
bers of the Men's clubs of the Baptist, Con- 
sregational, Presbyterian, and Methodist 
churches of Morgan Park went on record 
as indorsers of the paroling system, and 
most of them signed applications for mem- 
bership in the National Parole league, of 
which the judge is president. 

They assert that my parole system is a 
violation of the laws,“ said Judge Cleland. 
“Did you ever see any one do anything | 
really great who was not charged with vio- 
lating the law? It is the last refuge for 
people who have no other argument against 
it to say that the parole system is a viola- 
tion of the law. 


Defends Adult Parole System.: 

“When Abraham Lincoln signed the 
proclamation freeing all the slaves of this 
country, he was denounced as a lawbreaker. 
I have read opinions by able constitutional 
lawyers, actually convicting him of a viola- 
tion of the constitution. But the thing that 
does me more good than anything else is to 
read every day that Theodore Roosevelt is a 
lawbreaker. Only yesterday a committee of 
congress solemnly declared that he had 
transgressed the laws when he permitted the 
absorption of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company. 

I'm not impeaching the sincerity, nor de- 
nouncing the people who’ cling to the old 
practices, but they don’t dare abuse the pro- 
bation system, it is altogether too popular, 
so they abuse me instead. 

Well, I don’t care. It doesn't do me any 
harm, and it does the system good. The 
parole system is coming as sure as fate, and 
you soon will see the time when men and 
women who are unfortunate enough to com- 
mit misdemeanors will be dealt with hu- 
manely and according to modern methods.

They had had kinder 
Spanish captain generals; they had never 
suffered from the rapacity of large lend 
owners, who treated the workers as slaves; 
they have partly escaped the cupidity of t 
dictatorships of the later and most aw 
period of Central American history. Though 
elections are a farce, public opinion has some 
effect. The quarrels of many politicians 
have permitted something like rotation in 
office. No one of the statesmen. has accumu- 
lated a vast amount of graft; many have 
accumulated small fortunes. 

But Salvador's independence is now jeopar- 
dized. Though Cabrera, the ambitious dicta- 
tor of Guatemala, has not beaten the little 
republic in the field, she is his vassal, whom

WARSHIPS WANTED AT AMAPALA. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—Because of re- 
ports of uneasiness in Central America, 
growing out of military activity in Nicara- 
gua, the state department has asked that one 
or more naval vessels be sent to Amapala, on 
the west coast, to watch developments and 
report.on the situation. 

The information on which the state depart- 
ment is acting came from George H. Greg- 
ory Jr., the secretary of legation at Managua, 
the capital of Nicaragua. Officials deemed 
the information to be of sufficient im- 
portance to warrant preparation for any 
eventualities,) . 

There has been some interruption to mail 
and telegraph communication in Central 
America the source of which is not known. 

At Amapala the vessels will be in close 
touch with the situation as it may affect 
Nicaragua, Honduras, and Ivador, and 
will be in such position as to bring pressure 
to bear to prevent any serious result. 

Recent unofficial dispatches from Central 
America have indicated a feeling akin to 
that reported to the state department, but 
have met with denials from similar sourcés. 

The state department has done its utmost 
in offering its good offices to maintain peace- 
ful conditions in Central America.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 26.—The “ declara- 
tion of principles adopted by the North 
American conservation conference, in which 
certain re mendations are made for the 
conservation of the natural resources of the 
United States, Canada, and Mexico, today 
was transmitted by President Roosevelt to 


congress. 

In his letter of transmittal the president de- 
clares that the conference will unquestion- 
ably, as the declaration recites, ‘ result in 
mutual benefits and tend to draw still closer 
the bonds of existing good will, confidence, 
and respect... 

The declaration points out that “ natural 
resources are not confined by the boundary 
lines that separate nations. We agree,” it 
says, that no nation acting alone can ade- 
quately conserve them, and we recommend 
the adoption of concurrent measures for con- 
serving the material foundations of the wel- 
fare of all the nations concerned and for 
ascertaining their location and extent.“ 

The president then refers to the suggestion 
made by the conference for an international 
conference on conservation, and says that, 
acting upon this suggestion, he has addressed 
such an invitation to the nations of the world.

Analysis of Possibilities. 

After discussing the needs of the n 
and the probable effect of the construction 
of the proposed channel and of intersecting 
Sewers, the report proceeds with an analy- 
sis of the possibilities of purification. . 

The purification may be either complete 
or partial.“ it reads. Complete purification 
requires an expensive plant and we still 
have the storm water discharge and the can- 
stant flow of the river to care for, which 
means that the Sag canal of sufficient 
capacity should be built, as in the case of 
intercepting sewers. 

Partial purification assumes the con- 
struction of the Sag canal, which we hive 
stated we believe will be necessary to pro- 
tect the lake against the permanently po- 
luted waters of the. Calumet river and to 
provide against the storm water from the 
city sewers. 


Organic Matter Reduced. ‘ 

“With partial purification of the daily 
flow of sewage the organic matter contained 
therein will be largely reduced; all of this 
matter which would cause deposits would be 
wholly removed, and the capacity of the 
canal for the disposal of sewage ahd of the 
poluted run off on the water shed would 
be largely increased. The character of the 
organic matter ee es in the effluent de- 
pends on the process used, but it is either 
mineralized or fixed or 30 changed that it 
‘becomes mfneralized when discharged into 
water containing dissolved oxygen.“

MADDEN'S SMILE COMES OFF 


„Skinny“ Named in New Indict- 
ments Against Three Aids. 


PLANS. TO FACE OOURTS. 


Grand Jury Accuses Another Lieuten- 
ant of Extortion. 


The expansive smile on the face of Martin 
B. (“C Skinny) Madden vanished and he 
seemed to realize that he was up against 
stern reality last night when informed that 
the grand jury had voted three more indict- 
ments against him, and one each against 
three associates in the labor world. 

Skinny no longer hopes to have the 
indfetments quashed. He is preparing for a 
long court fight to defend himself against 
the charges of “conspiracy to extort 
money.“ He sees the termination of hig 
methods of levying fines on contractors 
and others who were unfortunate enough to 
counter his will. 

Like the czar, two of his fellow defend- 
ants, M. J. Boyle, business agent of the 
Electrical Workers’ union, and Fred A. 
Pouchot, business agent of the Sheet Metal 
Workers’ union, already had been indicted, 
but James Christensen, assistant business 
agent of the Junior Steamfitters’ union, of 


which “ Skinny is head, is a new man on 


the list. 


Three Bills Name Madden. 

One indictment was returned against each 
of these business agents, but Madden was 
made codefendant in all three. All are ex- 
pected to appear in the Criminal court this 
morning to give bail in $5,000 each. 

‘They or others may have to appear on Mon- 
day because the grand jury is still deliberat- 
ing with several of the most flagrant viola- 
tions, and State’s Attorney Wayman would 
not be surprised to receive more true bills. 

Madden and Pouchot are accused of hav- 
ing conspired to extort $1.500 from Oliver 
McClintock, president of the Wellington 
Hotel company, by calling out workmen last 
May on the assertion that rules of the Sheet 
Metal Workers’ union were being violated. 


Extortion Again Alleged. 


Madden and Christensen are accused of 
having conspired to extort $150 from Frank 
R. Kirkman, a building contractor, in Sep-. 
tember, when they took the employés from 
work. 

Madden and Boyle are accused of having 
conspired to extort $100 from the Weller 
Manufacturing company in August. The 
company was having electrical work done 
in its plant at 118 North avenue. The work- 
men were called on strike and it cost E. E. 
Braren, an official of the company, $100 to 
get the work started again. 

Among the cases the grand jury still has 
under consideration is that in which Madden 
and his gang are said to have been figuring 
on receiving $50,000 from the Chicago and 
Northwestern railroad company in connec- 
tion with the strike on the new depot.

Mrs. Stanley Field Has Plan to 
Protect Givers to Needy.

Following up five years of active interest in 
the work of the tuberculosis clinic of the 
Presbyterian hospital, Mrs. W. K. Vanderbilt 
is to devote $1,000,000 to the erection of four 
model tenement houses in East Seventy4ev- 
enth and Seventy-eighth streets, New York, 
where tuberculous patients and their fami- 
lies will be able to live under conditions simi- 
lar to those provided at the most up to date 
sanatoria.

Bishop Neely was in conference with lead- 
ers.of the church practically all day, and lit- 
tle by little quieted the excitement. 

Finally, many members of the church 
board agreed to accept the assurance of the 
bishop that he would hold the matter of a 
different pastor in mind, and the following 
peace statement was prepared and mailed to 
the members, of the congregation: 

The extra meetings called for Sunday of 
members of the Western Avenue Methodist 
Episcopal church will not be held. The reg- 
ular services will occur as usual. Dr. H. 
V. Holt, district superintendent, preaches at 
10:30 a. m. and the Rev. J. P. Brushingham at 
7:30 p. m.“ 

This was signed by the ex- committee of 
the official board as an indication that the 
committee appointed to protest against the 
pastor had completed its work.

The 
treasurer and controller hold over until their 
successors are chosen.

Dr. Baum of Chicago Club Closes 
Deal for Amorita. 


NOTED AS A PRIZE WINNER. 


Schooner Will Outelass in Size Any 
Sailing Yacht on Lake Michigan.

The most valuable addition made to the 
fleet of the Chicago Yacht club in several 
years Was assured yesterday when Dr. W. L.

ing negotiations, with the result that a telegram 
yesterday made him the ownerofit. Amorita was 
built by Harlan 4 Hollingsworth of | on, 
Del., from designs by A. Cary Smith, the New 
York naval architect. 
~ The hull of the big boat is of steel aud the in- 
terior is beautifully finished in mahogany, white 
enamel, and gold. The accommodations include a 
main saloon twenty feet long by twelve feet wide 
and four roomy private staterooms. The yacht is 
admirably suited for sing and at the same 
time it is one of the fastest schooners ever 
launched. Since being built it has won more than 
twenty-five cups in addition to other trophies. It 
won the Astor cup in 1890, and in 1908 it de- 
feated the crack Quisetta in a match series of six 
races. Dr. Baum will at once order a fifty horse

SIRE BOREAL BRINGS $2,050. 


Dr. Henderson of Port Huron Secures

Willie Wilkes, possibly the greatest brood- 
mare among harness horses, one of the few 
surviving daughters of George Wilkes, and 
the dam of six formers with records from 
2:08% up, one of them the famous sire, Great 
Heart, was led into t he ring at the stockyards 
sale yesterday and knocked down for 
large dollars. | 

The incident was pathetic as well as in- 
teresting. Not a man in the crowd but knew 
the old mare by reputation, and not one but 
marveled why, at the age of 28, and past her 
fertile days, she should be sent from Ohio to 
the auctions. 

Her gravestone on the farm would be 
worth more to the place than what she will 
bring here,“ was one man’s comment, and 
that he was right was shown when the ham- 
mer fell and the jaunty old mare had found a 
new owner at $30. 

Subtracting the $12.50 which the auction 
company exacts as the price of selling any 
horse, no matter what it brings, and then 
taking the freight bill and the charges of the 
feed barns on the old mare, leaves of the $30 
hardly enough to pay postage on the corre- 
spondence concerning the transaction. 

Another well known hag that went under 
the hammer was the black stallion Boreal, 
2:15% sire of Boralma, 2:07, 
winner, and others. Boreal 
blind, but his get trot early, and there was lively 
bidding for him, he finally going for 62,080 to Dr. 
Henderson of Port Huron. Mich. The fastest 
large horse in the world and the largest fast horse 
in the world aleo went under the hammer. His 
name is Baron Silver and he was charged in the 
catalogue with a trial mile in 2:15%, but had lost 
the key to his speed yesterday and went to a new 
home at a cost of $150.

A STATE TAX COMMISSION. 
A bill has been introduced at- Spring- 
field to ‘authorize the appointment of a 
special state tax commission. The gen- 


] eral work laid out for it is to inquire into 


the subject of assessment and taxation 
for state and local purposes and the e- 
pediency of revising existing laws so 4 
to provide a “more equal and just” 

tem of raising public revenue. 

The existing system to which Illinois 
has clung tenaciously is neither equal nor 
just in its workings. Of the macy 
changes in it which ought to be made, 
some, in view of the language of the con 
stitution as interpreted by the Supreme 
court, probably are impossible. A new 
revenue article would have to be written 
into the constitution to get them. There 
are other important modifications which 
can be had through simple legisiation. It 
has been impossible to get that legislation 
in the past partly because of the lack of 
persistent agitation and partly because of 
the disinclina tion of the legislature to 
take the initiative. 

A thorough inquiry by a competent com- 
mission will furnish the material for an 
active campaign for the reform of the tax 
laws. It will reveal the gross inequalities 
and inequities of the present system, es- 
pecially as regards the personal property 
tax. It will provide the information the 
general assembly must have if it is to 
legislate intelligently. It cannot be per- 
suaded to take up the subject until it has 
the information. 

There should be opposition to the 
commission bil. Its enactment should be 
the prelude to the separation of state and 
local taxation and to other reforms in 
the clumsy, antiquated, unfair taxing sys- 
tem of Illinois. 


WASTING THE FAT OF THE LAND. 

How long does it take to wear out a 
good farm? A remarkable illustration of 
1. possibilities hag recently been brought 
to attention by one of the most careful 
writers on agricultural tepics the country 
knows. Sixty years ago a man bought 
an Illinois farm of 120 accea. it has re- 
mained in his possession continuously. 
He has farmed it without any intelligent 
rotation of crops or provision for return- 
ing to & the plant food taken from it, 
It now produces barely enough to enable 
the owner and his family te exist. In 
the aineties now, the man holds a farm 
actually worn out during his lifetime of 
activity upon it. 

This land used to yield thirty-five bush- 
els of wheat to the acre. The last wheat 
crop from it was two bushels an acre. The 
last com crop averaged about ten bushels 
to the acre. Neighboring farms of the 
same original potentiality, where more 
care has been taken, command good prices 
and yield from thirty to forty bushels of 
corn to the acre and corresponding crops 
of wheat. The farmer has no money jo 
invest in rehabilitating his land. He has 
worn it out and it barely supports him 
now. Without a long rest, aide i by im- 
provements furthered by money from out- 
side, that farm is hopelessly ruined. 

What an individual has accomplished ir 
a lifetime is being done as certainly in al 
parts of the state. The same thing is 
true of the richer lands in central Illinois, 
A longer time Will be needed to destroy 
the value of what Lowell in his Com- 
memoration Ode” called “the breast of 
the unexhausted west.” But the proc- 
esses are to be noticed everywhere. It 
is encouraging to know, too, that many 
of the Illinois farmers are sensible enough 
to see the danger and try to avert it. 

A soil expert from the University of 
Illinois declares, If we shall succeed in 
Illinois in discovering and adopting into 
general agricultural practice systems of 
farming that will restore our soils to their 
virgin fertility and permanently maintain 
a high productive capacity for these II- 
nois lands, it will be the first time for 
this to be accomplished anywhere in the 
world over such an area.” 

Iifnois has a chance, therefore, to be a 
pioneer in a.practieal scheme for con- 
serving natural resources.” The expres- 
sion is used in a different way than 
usual. But this is a conservation that 
comes right home to the farmhouse and 
to the farmer’s pocketbook, and, indirect- 
ly, to the pocketbook of every citizen. 
The state has allotted $25,000 a year for 
study of soils. At that rate the whole 
area will be investigated and mapped in 
forty years. In the long run it will be 
far more economical if the apprepriation 
is made .$100,000 a year, as desired, in 
order that the.work may be completed in 
much shorter time. 


* SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 

A dill has been introduced in the New 
Jersey legislature authorizing’ the con- 
struction and maintenance of sewage dis- 
posal ‘plants by the cities of. that state. 
The refusal of the war department to ,/- 
low the sewage of some municipalities to 
be emptied into Hudeon river and of 
others into New York bay, and the action 
of the New Jersey state board of heaith 
in bringing suite to compel cities to cease 
polluting rivers with their sewage, make 
such legislation a necessity. . 

There are 202 persons to the square 
mile in New Jersey to 97 in Illinois. 
Hence the problem of sewage disposal is 
not so urgent in this state outside of Ohi-

It le particularly necessary that such 
authority should be exptessly conferred 
on the sanitary district. When it was 
created it was assumed that provision had 
been made for Chicago sewage for ail | 
time to come. It was taken for granted 
that an illimitable quantity of water 
could be drawn from Lake Michigan for 
purposes of dilution, That has turned 
out to be a mistake. Water disposal can- 
not be relied on exclusively. Hence the 
need of further legislation empowering 


methods of sewage disposal as may be 
found expedient. The trustees have voted 
the money for a small experimental sew- 
age disposal plant. The results will be of 
value not merely to Chicago but to other 
Illinois cities that will de called on to 
deal intelligently with the sewage ques- 
tion. The general assembly should do 
its part by giving the cities authority they 
have not now. 


MR. TAFT’S COUNSELORS. 

Now that Mr. Taft’s cabinet is virtu- 
ally complete the country will consider it. 
with great interest and, we believe, with 
In Senator Knox the cabinet 
will have a gifted premier and—-what is 
not less important for the public good 
than to Mr. Taft's ease—an exceptionally 
equipped and thoroughly sympathetic 
chief coadjutor ot the president. 

The selection for head of the treasury 
of Mr. Franklin MacVeagh must not only 
gratify the community of which he has 
been for so many years a public spirited 
member but must assure the country of 
the able and patriotic conduct of one of 
the most important of the great executive 
offices. As a great merchant and man of 
affairs Mr. MacVeagh should be depend- 
ed upon to act not for any special class 
or interest but for the welfare of the 
whole’ commercial organism. 

Chicago is also specially interested in 
the new head of the war department. 
For while Mr. Dickinson is a southerner 
and accredited to Tennessee, his position 
at the Chicago bar is high and his place 
in the community established. In the 
war department and the army the work 
of reorganization, modernization, and de- 
velopment is still going on, and Judge 
Dickinson will bring to its direction his 
unquestioned energy and executive abil- 
ity. 

The choice df Mr. Wickersham, a part- 
ner of the president elect’s brother, as 
attorney general may be a specially per- 
sonal decision, but it will place at the 
head of the department of justice a law- 
yer of exceptional qualifications. Mr. 
Meyer's services as a diplomat and as 
postmaster general have proved his abili- 
ties, and our naval organization will not 
fall off under his direction.

The late Lord Dufferin was, as lord high 
commissioner after the Arabi insurrection, 
the author of the so-called organic law of 
1888, which is, in fact, the actual constitution 
of Egypt. He was assisted in the drafting 
by Sir Donald Mackenzie Wallace, who had 
been his private sécretary when viceroy in 
India, and who headed the delegation of 
representatives of the London Times at 
Portsmouth, N. H., on the occasion of the 
negotiation of the treaty of peace between 
Japan and Russia. 

— 

According to this constitution Egypt is en- 
dowed with a legislative council consisting of 
thirty members, fourteen of whom are nom- 
inated by the government, and sixteen 
elected by the provinces and principal cities. 
It exercises a supervision of the budget and 
of all projects of law and administrative 
edicts of the government, the idea heing that 
it should furnish the views of the people 
with regard to the conduct of the administra- 


tion. Its votes are recorded, but are not 


binding on the ministers, except with regard 
to the imposition of new direct personal or 
land taxes, which cannot be decreed without 
its consent. 

Until now the ministers have not been 
called upon to take part in the sessions, or to 
vouchsafe any explanation. From now on, 
however, they are to take part in the debates, 
and are for the first time obliged to render an 
account to the legislative council of their 
acts. A minister who incurs the wrath of 
the council, and whose utterances and acts 
become the subject of a condemnatory vote 
by the legislative council, and of an.appeal 
in this fashion to the khedive and to public 
sentiment, will be likely to lose his portfolio, 
as neither the khedive nor the British pleni- 
potentiary would in that case find it politic 
to keep him in office. 

Let me add that each native minister has 
an English assistant secretary of state and 
adviser, and that with few exceptions the two 
have worked together with the utmost har- 
mony and loyalty, to the advantage of Egypt 
and its people. Alfred Mitchell Innes, now 
counselor of the British embassy at Wash- 
ington, was for a number of years assistant 
secretary of state for France at Cairo. 
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Only a few years ago the newspapers on 
both sides of the Atlantic were full of lauda- 
tory articles concerning the Russian council- 
or of state, Jean de Bloch, whose remark- 
able book of the costliness of war, and whose 
personal pleadings with the czar, contrib- 
uted more than anything else to that mon- 
arch’s organization of the first peace con- 
gress of The Hague. Bloch’s name was on 
everyhody’s lips as the great apostle of 
peace. He devoted millions of dollars to its 
promotion, and created a wonderful museum 
of war, by way of demonstrating his views, a 
museum which was one of the features of 
the Paris exhibition of 1900, and which was 
subsequently transported to Zurich. 

Today the museum, overtaken by neglect 
and oblivion, has ceased to exist, its exhibits 
having, been dispersed, while the name of 
Jean de Bloch’s only son—namely: Henry 
de Bloch—is enjoying an exceedingly un- 
pleasant notoriety in connection with some 
financial scrapes in which he has become 
involved. 

When old Bloch died he left a fortune es- 
timated at about $10,000,000, of which half 
was bequeathed to his widow uncondition- 
ally, while the remainder was to be divided 
between his four daughters and his son, the 
widow, however, to retain the possession and 
administration of the capital, and the chil- 
dren merely to have the interest of their 
share of the money until her death. Two 
years ago the widow and her daughters 
found themselves compelled by the extrava- 
gance of Henry de Bloch to obtain a decree 
from the courts at Warsaw, placing him 
under curatel, that is to say, proclaiming 
him not only insolyent but also legally in- 
capable of contracting any obligation, re- 
ducing him, in one word, to the role of an ir- 
responsible minor, or lunatic. 

It was shown at the time that he had in- 
volved himself in a tremendous accumula- 
tion of debts, largely resulting from foolish- 
ly reckless mining speculations. Young De 
Bloch bitterly fought his mother and sisters 
in the courts, and plenty of family secrets 
were bared. It would seem that the meas- 
ures adopted by Mme. de Bloch have proved 
inadequate to check her son's extravagance, 
and the troubles now engaging the attention 
of the law are the inevitable outcome.

Eden must be a source of bitter disappoint- 
ment to his parents, the earl and countess of 
Warwick, for it had been confidently hoped 
and expected that he would wed a great heir- 
ess, and thus repair the badly shattered for- 
tunes of the earldom, and restore the former 
glories of Warwick castle. 

Miss Eden, while a remarkably beautiful 
girl, will have a relatively small marriage 
portion. For, although her father, Sir Will- 
jam Eden of Maryland, is a well to do mine 
owner, yet he has a nu r of children to 
provide for. He is celebrated by reason of 
his bitter warfare with the artist , histler 
and also by reason of the loveliness of Lady 
Eden. He owes the name of Maryland in 
conjunction with the second of. his two 
baronetcies, to the fact that his great-grand- 
father was created a baronet under the title 
of Sir Robert Eden of Maryland, for his 
services as governor of the province of 
Maryland. Sir Robert married Caroline Cal- 
vert, sister of the last Lord Baltimore. Sir 
Frederick Eden, an uncle of the present 
baronet, was killed at the battle of New 
Orleans. Lady Eden is a daughter of Sir 
William Grey, and a great-grandchild of the 
first and famous Ear! Grey. 

Lord Brooke, who is a general favorite, dis- 
tinguished himself by running away from 
Eton to South Africa to join the fighting line, 
selling kis fur coat, and his watch, and jewel- 
ry to purchase the steamship ticket; served 
throughout the Boer war, received a commis- 
sion in the First Life guards, and acted as 
Reuter’s special correspondent in Manchurta 
throughout the conflict between Russia and 
Japan.

If those who are 
plaining of the leniency of these exa 
tions would come forward and take the ex- 
aminations themselves as they are given at 
present the surplus of physicians in the 
state of Illinois would be materially re- 
lieved. 

Is it anything more than ought to be ex- 
pected, in justice to the public, that all phy- 
sicians should be required to pass a rigid ex- 
amination ‘once in ten years? Such a sys- 
tem prevails in some other professions, and 
its practice in the medical profession would 
oblige every practitioner to keep his mental 
faculties bright and up to date, and would 
rid the country of those who refuse to do so. 

As to Illinois admitting too many new 
graduates—the reason is this, with the ex- 
ception of New York, Dlinois heads the list 
as the state having the largest number of 
medical colleges, therefore the number of 
licentiates. There is no cause f alarm, 
however, as Illinois has at present, all told, 
less than 6,000 physicians, while Ohio had 
nearly 10,000 seven years ago.

Miss Goodson is such a player, and she 
gave the work about as effective and con- 
vincing performance as it is possible for it 
to have. Brahms wrote with no thought of the 
displaying of the soloist. He conceived this 
concerto symphonically just as he did every- 
thing he wrote for orchestra, and the piano 
is but one of the instruments in the mechan- 
ism used for the expression of his ideas. 
There are ideas beautiful on every page of 
the score, but they frequently are in the 
orchestral voices just as often as they are 
in that of the plano. The Brahmsian mas- 
terfulness, dignity, and big viriiity are there, 
and so is the peculiarly struggling, fight- 
ing manner of utterance which is charac- 
terized of nearly everything the Hamburg 
master penned.

Miss Goodson devoted herself whole heart- 
edly to her difficult task, and proved not 
only her pianistic power, but her high mu- 
sicianship as well.

The feeling is 
that prices on all manufactured materials are low 
and every day adds firmness to the general outlook. 
The scarcity now existing in many desirable lines 
may be safely taken as a forerunner of conditions to 
be expected next fall, despite generous preparations 
made by manufacturers. The record breaking at- 
tendance of visiting merchants. and the extensive 
assortments bought, have combined to bring cur- 
rent shipments far above previous expectations. 
House furnishings, especially rugs and draperies, 
are in excellent demand and will be well into May. 
Etamines were especially favored this week. Wash 
blondes and nets are plentifully used in the con- 
struction of waists and were ordered liberally and— 
as in all the latest waist designs these fabrics 
are especially emphasized—a shortage is likely to 
ensue,”’ 

Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. in their weekly review 
of the wholesale dry goods market said. Mar- 
ket buying developed greater strength and each 
succeeding week sees a larger number of mer- 
chants present. 80 far jobbers have been able to 
meet the demand in a satisfactory manner, owing 
to early preparations in anticipation of a heavy 
spring pusiness. However, manufacturers are 
being taxed to meet the increasing demands and 
“some delays may be experienced on reorders. «Only 
the most encouraging conditions exist, which are 
strongly reflected in all transactions. Cotton goods 
continue firm with staple offerings promptly ab- 
sorbed. .Lace curtains sold well, lace novelty and 
madras goods by the yard being especially active, 
a feature which is becoming yearly more promi- 
nent. There was also a good demand for printed 
scrims, cretonnes, denimg, and silkolenes.
